Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16, 21-38, 44, 50-53, 69, 71, 77 and 93-98 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1,6, 11 and 50, the Examiner asserts that the novelty of the 
claims, when read as a whole, is the process of "sending a rendezvous signal to all other main 
processor modules, receiving a rendezvous signal from all other main processor modules, 
determining the clocking midpoint of all processor signals, sending update signals to the clock to 
increase the clock rate if slower than the clocking midpoint, and sending update signals to the 
clock to decrease the clock rate if faster than the clocking midpoint." 

With respect to claims 16, 21, 29, 34, 51, 53, 69, 71, 77, 93 and 94, the Examiner asserts 
that the novelty of the claims, when read as a whole, is the process of "sending a rendezvous 
signal to all other main processor modules, receiving a rendezvous signal from all other main 
processor modules, sending update signals to the clock based on the clocking midpoint of all 
processor signals."
